Overnight reflections: / 

Hanoi probably won't accept tt.^deal - 

a) They probably will interpret LBJ's decision as 
made under pressure of doves and that Bobby is now a shoo-in 

b) They will use partial pause as reason for saying 
no -- "conditional", "ultimatum", etc. 

BUT 


Sovs might be able to move Hanoi - 

a) Moscow more sophisticated about U.S. policies. 

b) Moscow having own troubles with EE, etc., and 
might want to get Vietnam overwith. 


c) War may get out of hand, which Sovs don't want
